WILL IMPORT THE WELSH.

NIEDRINGHAUS NOW DEFIES THE
TREASURY DEPARTMENT.

He Claims the Right Under the Law to
Bring Over Contract Labor—The Letter
to Secretary Foster Was Merely a Mat-
ter of Form.

[SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH. ]

81. Lovis, Aug. 1L.—F, G. Niedringhans,
the ex-Congressinan and tin plate magnate,
has thrown down the gauntlet to Secretary
of the Tressury Foster. Some time ago he
ssked the Treasury Department for a ruling
as to bis right to import the skilled labor
pecessary for his tin plate plant. He was
informed that he could not bring over the
men he  wanted without  violst-
ing the contract labor law. In
an interview to-day on the subject Mr.
Niedringhaus said: My letter to the Secre-
tary of the Treasury was iutended to show
just three things.

“The first,” said he, “‘is that under the
full protection of the law we have the right
to import these skilled workmen nnder con-
tract, and that the Treasury Department
has nothing to do with it. And I called at-
tention to the fact that we have this right
by virtue of laws mtended to promote the es-
tablishment of new industries in the United
States, and, thereiore, certainly applicable
to the tin plate indnstry.™

“Why did you at first ask the

ment for a ruling as to
import these skilled workmen **

“I never did so. T have always known
that we had the right to bring these men
from England or Wales under contract to
this country. The reasoz I wrote to the M
Treasury Department was becaase I thonght?
there might be certain forms that were
necessary (o be gone through with in bring-
ing the skilled lnbor I wanted to the United
States. 1 never once doubted my right to
do sn, i

“Then you will import such labor as it is
necessary for your plant withont further re-
gard to the position of the Secretary of the
Treasury 7"

“1 have the right to do so whenever T see
fit,”" was the emphatic response.

“iHow many men will yon employ alto-
pether in the tin plate plant 7"

“About 600 in all, taking in every de-

artment.” “How many of these will it
ye necessary to import from England or
Walex?"' “Not 60 altogether, or, as I
stated, not 10 per cent of the total lasbor in
the plant. The tin plate rollers, the half
dozen men in the pickling, wash and tin
houses and for the nt machinery will be
all the Inbor T shall bave to import.” “Youn
do not propose to pay auy further attention
to the Treasury Ddepartment as rogards to
importation of foreign skilled labor?"
